CHAPTER 20.

AN ACT TO INCOPORATE THE VILLAGE OF MAPLETOWN IN
THE COUNTY OF BLUE EARTIL

Be it enacted b_y. the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SecTLoN 1. That the following deseribed territory, to-wit:

The west half (4} of section three (3), all of section four (4), the
east half () of section five, the north-east quarter of section
eight (8), the north half (4) of section nine (9) and the north-west
quarter of section 10, all in township one hundred and five (105),
north of range twenty six (26) west, being in the county of Blue
Earth and State of Minnesota, be, and the same is hereby set
apart and incorporated as the village of Mapletown under the pro-
visions of chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the gener-
eral laws of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875).

Sec. 2. David Smith, J. E. Brown, L. Proudle, are hereby ap-
pointed commissioners to issue and post notices of the first election
ot officers to be held under the provisious of this act and to con-
duet such election.

Sec. 8. That upon organization as directed in chapter. one
hundred and thirty-nine (138} of the general laws a.b. one thousand
eight hundred and seventy-five (1875) aforesaid, the said territory
shall constitute the village of Mapletown, and shall hereafter be
endowed with all the rights, powers and duties therein prescribed,

Skc. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and
after its passage. :
